As it YJL£ a largje amount of property went 
up in smoke making a considerable loss, 
the insurance being small.

which hi.d been deposited there. 
The 


flames natch were fanned by a strong 
breeze, spread rapidly and when they were 
discovers^ the flre had made considerable 
progresd The fire department was quick- 
ly on tlw jspot and the firemen from Upper 
Stillwatei' and (Jlreat Works also appeared 
upon the Wene after they learned of the 
blaze. 


Seven\ streaifta of water were thrown 


upon thejburning mill and adjacent prop- 
erty, buKthe progress of the flames could 
not be Sapped In time to save the mill, 
which wijs entirely destroyed. 


The loss is estimated at about 94,000, 


and it is fc-eported that there'IB an insur- 
ance of JJ500. The mill had been running 
at a brisk pace and the firm had a large 
number of orders ahead which would 
have necessitated the operation of the 
mill day and nigjht for some time. There 
was alsc iquite a large stock of shingles 
on hand as well as the rough material, 
which w^re also'cpnsumed by the flames 
The mil was kujnted on Brunswick street 
and quifct* a large number of hands were 
employed. 


The rciu will necessarily be thrown out 


of employment for a time, but only tem- 
porarily as the firm is not discouraged by 
the fire, but will, It is understood, rebuild 
aa soon is possible. 


The sparks from the burning mill fell 


upon a cumber of houses in the vicinity 
and it *yas with considerable difficulty 
that thw were saved 
One house, known 


as the »*per house, caught fire and was 
almost 'entirely consumed. 
The loss ie 


estimated at «1,500, which is covered by 
insurance It is understood. 
Six other 


houses 'in the Immediate neighborhood 
were in.great danger of destruction and 
there w Jfc much anxiety concerning them. 


The families which occupied them iook 


such active measures that they saved the 
buildings. They hastily took up the car- 
pets, wet them, thoroughly, and spread 
them owr the exposed places on the roof 
and WLlla. 
With this protection the 


sparks could nat reach bhe inflammable 
wood at-d fell harmlessly upon the moist 
carpetkg.

The ffyemen performed excellent service 


and worked with a will to prevent the 
spread of the flames. The efficiency of 
the wat sr woika was also demonstrated, a 
large \olume of water being poured on 
the ftre-rind endangered district.

allows all the dust and dirt to escape, but 
retains the fibre. When full, the machine 
is stopped, and from a door in the rear 
the cotton is removed to a wagon on the 
field for that purpose. These stoppages 
occur about twenty times during the day 
and are just long enough to give the 
mules a rest It is seen, then, that as 150 
pounds of cotton is the amount the aver- 
age picker daily gathers, this machine 
just picks twenty times as much.
